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And yet, abandon’d and infamous as thefe State- 
creants oe Fifbers of Men are, it frequently happens, that 
a modeft Man, unacquainted with the World, who has 
fome of the Prejudices of a virtuous Education about 
him, falls into their CARApAnY, 

If a Perfon of this Caft, from the Fulnefs of an un- 
tainted Heart, and a trong Affection for his Country, 
prefumes to differ in Sentiments from any of thefe worthy 
Gentlemen, with whom he is encompaffed, and with 
any Kind of Emotion expreffes his Diflike of the Mea- 
fures publickly purfued and avowed, the Manner in 
which he is treated upon that Occafion, 1s a very agree- 
able Scene. 

The firftt Thing with which they falute Him, in Imi- 
tation of their Majer, is a broad Grin, fucceeded by a 
rude, indecent Laugh, This fcandalous ‘Treatment na- 
turally occafions Warmth and Refentment 5 upon which 
the Gentleman’s Pulfe is felt by thefe Daéfors of Slavery; 
an Inquifition is made concerning his State of Health, 
how long he hath been recovered ; and Remedies are 
immediately prefcribed, to cure Jufanity and common Ffo- 
nejty ; which are always looked upon by /he/e Gentlemen 
as infeparable Companions. 

If the Converfation is purfued ; if the Attempts and 
vifible Steps of Men in Power to enflave the People 
are delineated ; and gentle Means propofed to reclaim 
and {top the Progrefs of thefe Enormities ; He is then 
entertained with a great Quantity of Vociferation, treated 
as an Incendiary, an Encourager of Riots and Tumults, 
and unfit for civil Society; nay, to finifh their Under- 
taking, the Arguments, that would be as proper at the 
Bar of the O/d-Baily, in Defence of Robbers, are then 
trump’d up, in Support of their Majler and his Conduct. 

ii a different Sort of Ree ee whole good Breed- 
ing and Politenefs, in Conformity to the Tafte of the 
Age, are their chief Aim, Matters of Importance are 
treated in a quite different Manner. To thefe, all Sub- 
yects are of equal Confequence, with this Exception 

only, that their Attention and Concern generally encreafe 
in Proportion as the Point in Queftion is trifling and of 

ne Moment, 
if 
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If Politicks are introduced among them, it is by Way 
of Diverfion, and only to fupply a little Chafm in Con- 
verfation, when the common Stock of Impertinence is 
almoft exhautted. Nothing is more entertaining than to 
fee in how good-natur’d, complaifant a Way They treat 
the Subject. How deeply foever the Leberties of the 
People are concerned in the Queftion, the fame good 
Manners run through the Whole of the Converfation ; 
and a Point, that is carried for or againft the People, ts 
only mentioned asa Piece of Dexterity, by which the op- 
pofite Party was outwitted 5 while the People’s Liberites, 
which are at Stake, engage no Part of their Attention. 
With Men of this eafy genteel Difpofition, a Piece of 
deep-concerted Wickedne/s, that ftrikes at the Root of our 
Liberties, and for which the Author ought to be hanged 
in Chains, is attributed intirely to fkilful Management 
and Addrefs. 

The Difregard, which Men of this Clafs generally 
fhew upon Points of the higheft Concern to their Coun- 
try, hath as real, tho’ not fo wicked a Caufe as the Vi- 
eilance of Thofe, who fubfift upon the Reward they re- 
ceive from their infamous Employment of putting all 
Virtue out of Countenance; and it does not require 
much Penetration to point out the Spring of this fafhion- 
able Indifference, when we fee all Oppofition to the Mea- 
lures ot Men of Power, how yuft or reafonable foever, 
attributed either to implacable Hatred and Revenge, or a 
ford | Expectation of playing the fame Part, and the 
Poffibility of difinterefted Views in Publick Afhairs abfo- 
lutely denied, tho’ accompanied with a Conduét, ftritly 
conformable to fuch Views ; when we fee fo little Regard 
paid to Merit, or common Decency, that the Price of 
every Man’s Confcience, who oppofes, is as confidently 
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tried to introduce this politica! Creed among Mankind, 
and to render it popular and _tafhionable. 

If this be a true Reprefentation of the prevailing 
Doctrincs among Jho/e who are intrufted with our Liber- 
dics, furely too much Caution cannot be made ufe of to 
avoid the Infection; and Thofe of eafy Difpofitions 
fhould be more in earneft upon a Sut bicct, which is of 
fuuch infinite Confequence to Themfelves, as well as their 
F cllow -Subje ts and Pofterity. 

I would not be thought to caft an Od ie m upon gond 


Breeding and Poliiene/s; 1 mean only to reflect upon the 
Afiection of them; nor would IJ have it conc luded, that L- 
eficem every well-bred Man regardlefs of t a Sl of 


his Country. I have the Ple afure to know mai ‘ys whofe 
good Breeding has not yet brought them into the Vogue 
of treating every Thing with Indifference me a is of 
a publick Nature. 

My Defign is to fhew what an unhappy Influence the 
fathionable Doétrin cs of thefe degenerate Days feem to 
have had among fome Men; how eal y itis for them 
to be lulled afleep with State-Opiates, and by Deerces led 
into V Vices, that might co-operate with the dark De fiens of 
Thofe of a higher Station, and grea tly facilitate the Con- 
gueft over our L.iberties. In this I have no other 
End, than to put every Man upon his Guard, and fhew 
the abfolute Neceflity of withftanding fo ridiculous a 
Fafhion. 

I. have indeed, the Pleafure to obferve many brave 
Men in the Kingdom, to whom there is no Neceflity 
of pees ching this Doctrine; and in whom a Zeal for 
the Service of their Country is too deeply ingrafted, to

containing every Particular of what he had on Boar d, but 
they were not {itished with the Accounts, and faid } 
had Money and Logwood on Board, and they would fini 
it out ; on which they broke open the Captain’s Chef, 
and took all his Cloaths, and diftributed them amor 
themfelves; afterwards they went into the Steerage, ani 
rook away all the Men’s Cloaths and Chefts, and carrie 
them on Board the Sloop ;_ then they beat and barbarouf 
ufed all the Men on Board, and tied up the Carpenter 
and beat him witha Cutlafs, to make him coniefs wher 
the Money was ; but finding none, they broke open th 
Hatches, and obliged the Englifh Sailors to hoitt up th 
Sugars, Plank, and Piemento, until they came to th 
Ground Teer, when finding nothing, they obliged ti 
Men to work Night and Day to ftow away the Good 
again. The Day following they forced them to hoi 
up the fame Goods again, and were going to land them, 
whereupon Capt. Lucas declared, that if they landed am 
of the Goods he would quit his Charge of the Ship, 


and go to the Havanna, which when they found wa, 


his Intention, they beat and abufed the Men, and bi 
them flow away the Goods again; but finding the 
could not make a Prize of the Ship, they {tripped her ¢ 
mo{t of her Provifions, and all the Liquor they coul.

Of the Origin, Nature, and Extent of Rights, Natural 
and Civil: The Rights of the People. 


LL Right (fays Mr. Osborne) arifeth from the Na- 
A ture of Man, and the xatural Relation he ftands in 
to other Men ; every Man ftands to every other Man in 
the Relation of Equality; for all Men are, by Nature, 
equal. Which is true, notwithftanding the watural Dif- 
ference of Underftanding, Strength, or even Goodnefs; for 
Wifdom, Power, and Goodnefs, whether fingle or united, 
give no Right over another Man. The xatural Equality 
of Man to Man, and all the Rights arifing from that 
Equality, remain in full Force, meaner ot. Be any ”a- 
tural Difference in Abilities: for one Man’s being wifer, 
better, or ftronger than another, gives him xo Right over 
the other’s Perjon or Property. This being clear, that all 
Men, antecedent to Laws and Government, ftand to one 
another in the Relation of Equality, and that every Man 
hath an equal Right to hisown Perfon and Property ; it 
follows, that no Man or Sett of Men can haveany Right 
over others without their own ConsENnrT. 

As all Natural Rights arife from the Nature of Man, 
and the Natural Relation he ftands in to other Men; fo 
all Civil or Political Rights arife from the Conjfent of 
Men, and only from their Conjent. Birth gives no Right ; 
nor can there be any other hereditary Right than what is 
fettled by Law and Compact. Nor doth Conquef? give 
any more Right to govern, than the fuperior Power ofa 
Highwayman gives a Right to an honeft Man’s Money or 
Lite. Confent alone conftitutes Right over other Men; and

(which is enough of all Confcience ) it doth not follow, 
that when a Government is fettled even by the Confent 
of the People, that the People have a Right ( while the Le 
Conftitution is preferved, and the great Ends of Govern- 
ment anfwered ) to exercife Authority and Power over the it 
Governnient , or inthe Words of a late Craft/man, a Right fF 
to INFLUENCE their Reprefentatives by Threatning, : 
Ordering, Commanding, Infulting, Spitting in their Faces, 
Befetting, Striking, Burning, &c. For he fays, * That

Vhat Court, not content 
with the Difregard it has of late fhewn for the Papal 
Briefs, has very much mortified the Holy Father, by 
the Orders given to the Duke de St. dignan, to act in 
concert with Dou Carlos’s Minitter, to infift upon the 
Reftitution of Caro and Ronciglione; and yet more, by 
feconding the Demand of Portugal, to have a perpetual 
Right to a Cardinal’s Cap tor the Patriarch of Li/bon. 
This, once granted, would be a Precedent, which the 
King of France might reafonably urge for the fame Pri- 
vilege, in favour of the Archbithop « of Paris; and, in 
all Probability, the Remainder of his Holineffes’s dear 
and dutiful Children might follow the Example, and ob- 
lige their common Father to difpence thofe Favours gra~
